Taxes And Progress 


Michigan lias been enjoying industrial ex­ 
pansion at tile rate of alxuit $1 billion a year, 
says Robert Purnell, chairman of the Michigan 
Tax Commission, and in the past three years 
one third of it bas been invested in the Upper 
Peninsula. 
It is an amazing situation, says Purnell, and 
not widely recognized, although the information 
is not new. 
The big push in the Upper Peninsula has 
been in mineral industry, in petroleum and nat­ 
ural gas pipelines, in the huge Mead Corp. ex­ 
pansion at Escanaba Paper Co., the Chicago & 
North Western Railway’s new Escanaba Ore 
Terminal, in wood industry expansions like Coo­ 
per Range Co.’s at Painesdale. in the Tlarnisch- 
feger Corp. truck crane plant enlargement and 
in the growth of many smaller Industrie®.

There is not. said Purnell, a proportional 
increase in employment with these big invest­ 
ments. as some of them are in industries which 
can use huge facilities with semi-automatic con­ 
trols.

A non-industrial part of the economy which 
Is increasing the worth of the I pper Peninsula 
greatly is its forest and recreational lands. The 
Upper Peninsula is one of the greatest lakelands 
of the world, washed by three of the Great Lakes, 
and bounded by the St. M a n ’s, Menominee and 
Montreal rivers. It has a huge lake front and 
river front area and the value of waterfront lands 
in Michigan has tripled in tile last three years, 
says Purnell. 
Purnell suggests that since the land is such 
s huge part of Michigan’s wealth and tax source, 
it behooves local government to be very inter­ 
ested in its usage, very protective of its quality, 
very avid in its development so that the maxi­ 
mum benefit from it is realized. The public bene­ 
fits from this in increased taxes. 
♦

And yet the disinterest in the process ic 
everywhere apparent. It m ay I>e overcome by a 
change which is underway and gathering mo­ 
mentum. Properties of basic attraction are in­ 
creasing in value and even misuse and neglect 
of them cannot stop this process and. hopefully, 
will eventually result in upgrading of their us­ 
age and result in further increase in their value. 
A generation or two ago it was a homeown ­ 
er’s ruse to avoid finishing his home, because 
the tarpaper exterior would help him get some 
tax forgiveness from the assessor.

Under Michigan law property is assessed for 
one half of its cash value.

(The true value of property is 
latter known today by taxing officials than ever 
before because of tax appeals and Hie need for 
value disclosure in sales records.)

at only about IO per cent. I/leal taxing officials 
and state officials work at correcting these in­ 
equities. Dwellings tend to lie closer to equity 
than any other properties because there’s an 
active market for houses and assessing of com­ 
mercial property is done very differently, with 
many factors besides cost going into the valua­ 
tion. 
Our grousing over property taxes is usually 
negative. \Y<» don’t seek more development of 
tax base, which is easily possible in the Upper 
Peninsula, hut a reduction of our own property’s 
value and a reduction of the tax rate. Neither is 
realistic. School costs are going up and schools 
take from 55 to 60 nor cent of the average tax in­ 
come of Michigan.

we should look up. It means a 
steady rise or increase. Or a 
steady decline.

A National W ildlife Federa­ 
tion bulletin says that “ bald 
eagle populations are virtually 
nil in Michigan, Ohio and In ­ 
diana.”

weight of 
scientific 
evidence to prove that soaring 
eagles may be as important to 
human well-being as clean ab­ 
and water. We depend on the 
good earth not only for our gro­ 
ceries but for spiritual refresh­ 
ment.

No amount of “ conservation” 
could 
have 
maintained 
the 
abundance of wildlife that pio- 
ners found as they moved into 
the Great Lakes region. Game 
was utilized as an inexpensive 
source of meat. A hunter in my 
native town went into Allegan 
County every fall and brought 
back wagon-loads of deer. A 
dressed deer carcass sold for 
SI. An old-timer can recall the 
strings 
of 
wildfowl, 
grouse, 
quail that hung in front of meat 
markets when he w’as a small 
kid. 
The slaughter was shocking, 
no question about that. But no 
form of protection could have 
preserved our game for genera­ 
tions to come. The drainage of 
wetlands, the cutting of timber, 
the building of highways, rail­ 
roads and the influx of settlers 
cut off the supply of wildlife. 
Yet there was a paradox, in 
that agriculture and lumbering 
also created ideal habitat for 
some species. In southern M ich­ 
igan, quail and cottontails in- I 
creased on farmlands. In the 
northern counties the cutting of

The process continues. While 
industrial 
civilization 
erodes 
: natural 
resources, 
scientific 
management — as sponsored by 
the Department of Natural Re­ 
sources — protects, maintains 
and increases the supply of fish, 
game and forests. 
Another handy

Webster is “ parlous” — “ fraught 
with danger or risk.” Parlous 
defines the present state of na­ 
tural 
resources 
in 
North 
America. No one alive today 
can expect to see the conclu­ 
sion of the mixed-up struggle 
between man the conservator, 
manager, developer and 
man 
the predator, destroyer, poison­ 
er.

But if their numbers are not 
known, authorities 
say, their 
problems are. And runaways, 
alone in the city, have desper­ 
ate problems. 
Regarded As Fugitives 
In the first place, police re­ 
gard them as fugitives from 
the 
law: 
Although state and 
local regulations vary in the 
nation, it is a rule of thumb 
that anyone below the age of 
18 is a juvenile and thereby 
obliged to attend school and 
remain under custody of legal 
guardians. 
This means police must ar­ 
rest runaways every day in tile 
streets, haul them into confine­ 
ment 
and 
often 
fingerprint 
them on a permanent record. 
For habitual runaways, pun­ 
ishment is even more 
severe. 
The nation’s detention homes 
are stuffed with “ incorrigibles” 
who have been repeatedly pick­ 
ed up for panhandling, addic­ 
tion or simple vagrancy. 
Such 
legalities. 
however, 
may be the 
least 
of a runa­ 
w ay’s troubles today. 
“ Jungle 
survival,” says one cop, ’is the 
biggest worry.”
